REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Taylor, from the Standing Committee on Elections, submitted 
the following report and resolution: 
Mr. President: Your Committee on Hlections beg leave to report as 
follows: > 
Immediately after our appointment and organization a claim was 
laid before us by Thomas Sparks, Esq., claiming the seat in this Goun- 
cil as member for the District comprised of the Counties of Cassia, 
Oneida and Bear Lake, this seat being now held by Hon. J. W. 
Lamereaux. We thereupon notified the sitting member of this claim, 
who, upon his appearance, asked time to procure counsel, and on the 
same day we began an investigation of the claim of the contestant, 
which was, in substance, that Mr. Lamereaux had been declared elected 
by reason of illegal votes cast and counted for him. The contestant 
appeared in person and also by Fremont Wood and H. W. Smith, bis 
attorneys, and the contestee also appeared in person and by Hon. 
James H. Hawley, his attorney. We have since devoted all the time 
ve possibly could to taking testimony, and find the following facts to 
e true: 
ist. That at the late election in this Council District, there was 
cast and counted for the respective candidates the following votes: J, 
W. Lamereaux, 673 votes, and Thomas Sparks 642 votes. Of these, 
Mr. Lamereaux received 527 votes, and Mr. Sparks 86 votes In Bear 
Lake County. Lamereaux 106 votes and Sparks 245 votes in Oneida 
County. Lamereaux 40 votes and Sparks 311 votes in Cassia County, 
showing a net majority of 31 votes for Mr. Lamereaux. 
2d. We also find that, in this Council District, as well as in the 
County of Bingham adjoining, are a large number of persons who are 
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members of the Mormon Church, and who, by the laws of this Terri- 
tory, are not entitled to register or vote at any election. 

3d. That just prior to the late election the leaders and chiefs of 
these people repeatedly declared that it was the purpose of these peo- 
ple to evade this law by some process of wholesale cutting off or with- 
drawal from the Church, and this, or something of this nature, it 
appears, was generally done; but that it was the veriest subterfuge, in- 
asmutch as all the witnesses agree that there is not, and has not been, 
the slightest evidence of apostacy from the Church, nor has there been 
any apparent change in the relations of these members to the Church; 
and more than allthis, it appears conclusively that this cutting off 
scheme originated with the chiefs and priests of this Church, and was 
encouraged by them and that it did not originate with the people pro- 
fessedly cut off. i 

«tth. It fully appears that at the very outside there are not to ex- 
ceed two hundred male persons of voting age in Bear Lake County 
who are non-Mormons, or, as termed generally, Gentiles. The weight of 
evidence seems to be that there are no more than 135 or 140 of these. 
The evidence shows that not more than 100 voted and it also appears 
that these Gentiles supported the ticket upon which Mr. Sparks was a 
candidate; that the line of distinction between Mormon and Gentile is 
in all these counties vecy strongly marked, so much so that no one 
living there could make a mistake as to the standing of the various 
citizens, and that in political contests, or socially, or in business, there is 
no affiliation whatever between Mormon and Gentile. 

In Oneida County it also appears this distinction is equally marked, 
and that several, to wit, about thirty-six of those who were known to 
be Mormons, voted in that county. That the bishops and chiefs of the 
church actively and earnestly supported the ticket on which Mr. 
Lamereaux was & candidate and that the Gentiles with equal unanimity 
supported the ticket on which Mr. Sparks was a candidate. From all 
these facts we conclude, leaving the other counties out of the question, 
that there was not to exceed 2U0 legal votesin Bear Lake County, and 
if they had all been cast for Mr. Lamereaux, still, he must have 
received over 300 illegal votes in thatcounty. There has been no evi- 
dence tending to show that Mr. Sparks received any illegal votes but 
if it be admitted that all votes cast for him in Bear Lake County were 
illegal, and that all the legal votes in the county were cast for Mr. 
Lamereaux, still, this does not change the result, as in our judgment 
it appears from the foregoing facts that Mr. Sparks received a large 
majority of the legal votes in the District and is entitled to the seat 
now held in this Council by Mr. Lumereaux. 

In view of this we recommend that said seat be awarded to Mr. 
Sparks and. we herewith submit a preamble and resolution to carry 
this report into effect.

Wuenrsas, J. W. Lamoreaux has received a Certificate of Election as 
a member of this Council from the District composed of the Counties 
of Cassia, Oneida and Bear Lake, and 

Wuereas, his majority as certified is thirty-one votes while he re-

six hundred illegal votes, and 

WHEREAS, Thomas Sparks did receive an almost unanimous vote from 
all the legal voters in sald District; therefore. 

Be it Resolved, That J. W. Lamoreaux is not entitled toa seat in 
this Council, and be it further 

Resolved, That Thomas Sparks is entitled to a seat in this Council as 
member from the Counties of Cassia, Oneida and Bear Lake and that 
upon taking the oath he be at once admitted as such member. 

Report received and resolution adopted by the following vote: 

In the affirmative—Messrs. Brigham, Campbell, Ireland, Jewell, Me- 
Pherson, Nelson, Perkins, Taylor and Mr. President. 

In the negative—none. 

Not voting—Mr. Lamoreaux. 

Absent—Messrs. Mayhew and Negley. 

In accordance with the foregoing report and resolution the President 
of. the Council administered the oath of office to Thomas Sparks as 
Councilman-elect from the Counties of Cassia, Oneida and Bear Lake. 

The Sergeant-at-arms then assigned to Mr. Sparks his seat in the 
Council Chamber.

Mr. Campbell from the-Committee on joint rules made the following 
report:

In every case of an amendment ofa bill agreed to in one House

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1. Your committee find that the said Jackson was convicted of the 
crime of grand larceny, namely: horse stealing, and sentenced to the 
Penitentiary of Idaho forthe term of years, and before the term 
expired, that said Jackson escaped out of and from the penitentiary and 
weut to the Territory of Montana, and there secreted himself in the 
mountains in and about the Crow Indian Reservation with a large 
number of horses stolen from the people of the Territory of Idaho. 
Most of the horses have been returned to the owners since the re-arrest 
of the said Jackson and all of which was done by the said James M, 
Harris, the said Sheriff aforesaid. 

2. Your committee further find that the said James M. Harris was 
informed of the escape of the said Jackson and that he had secreted 
himself in the Crow Reservation with the stolen horses. Knowing such 
facts the said Sheriff employed an Indian to watch the movements of 
the said Jackson and to inform him, the said Sheriff, if said Jackson 
should attempt to leave the reservation with the borses, all of whith the 
Indian faithfully did. And when the said Jackson attempted to leave, 
the Sheriff was enabled to arrest said Jackson and did arrest him, and 
thereupon informed the authorities of Idaho Territory of the fact; 
whereupon the Governor of Idaho issued a requisition for the said Jack- 
son, which will more fully appear by the affidavit of I. L. Tiner hereto 
attached; and also the affidavit of the said James M. Harris. 

Wherefore your committee recommend that the sum of three hun- 

dred and fifty-six dollars be appropriated for the relief of the said 
James M. Harris, for the following reasons: 
First—That the said Sheriff did expend the said sum of three hun- 
dred and fifty-six dollars in securing ike arrest and capture of the said 
Jackson, all of which was done by the said Sheriff; and without his aid 
we believe the said Jackson would never have been returned to the 
Idaho Penitentiary.

We, your joint committee appointed to visit and examine the In- 
sane Asylum and Penitentiary, and report to you their condition and 
the condition of their inmates, have tried to faithfully discharge the 
duty imposed upon them, and would most respectfully submit their 
report, as follows: 

We found Dr. Givens, the Superintendent of the Insane Asylum, in 
charge of the institution and its affairs being judiciously and econom- 
ically conducted. ; 

‘There were, at the time of our visit, fifty-three inmates, and, as far 
as it was possible from the condition of the building and furnishing, 
they were being properly treated and cared for. : 

We thoroughly endorse the action of the present Board of Directors 
in the selection of Dr. Givens as superintendent, and would respect- 
fully recommend to the incoming Board that he be retained. 

In the management of the affairs of the asylum for the past two 
years, the thanks of the Territory are due to the Board of Directors, 
who have so faithfully discharged their duties, although handicapped 
in many ways from doing what, in their judgment, ought to have been 
done. 

We find, upon examination of the question of water rights be- 
longing to the asylum grounds, that the water purchased with the 
land is in litigation, and therefore can not recommend any particular 
action until the matter is settled by the courts. We think the present 
law gives the directors ample authority to arrange temporarily to meet 
any emergency that may arise. , 

We are of the opinion that certain improvements are absolutely 
necessary, and will embody our recommendations in a bill that will 
accompany this report. 

Under the present law, the directors of the asylum receive as 
salary only $100 per annum. We think this is not enough, when the 
great amount of labor performed by them, and the responsibility of 
their position, is taken into consideration. We would recommend that 
they be better paid. 

There should be some provision made to provide certain pecuniary 
assistance to discharged indigent patients, and to provide for the Ter- 
ritory bearing the expense of sending patients to the asylum, that the 
burden may be uniform. : 

We believe that the importance of this institution demands that the 
fullest information on all matters connected with it should be placed 
in the hands of the members of the Legislature, and would therefore 
recommend that the directors be empowered to have all reports emanat- 
ing from it printed, so that each person who shall be called upon to 
vote on matters concerning it can do so understandingly. 

Also, so that the superintendent may be able to exchange reports 
with similar institutions throughout the Union. 

These several recommendations we have embodied in a bill which 
we present with this report, and beg your favorable consideration 
thereon.

We also visited the United States Penitentiary, where our Terri- 
torial prisoners are confined. - We find them being well cared for, and 
we believe Mr. Hailey, the warden, is doing the very best he can under 
the disadvantages that surround him. The prisoners spezk well of 
him, and of the treatment they receive. 

The prisomers are now in enforced idleness, and ‘we believe they 
ought to be at Zabor of some kind. We have embodied our opinion 
in a bill which is presented with this report. 

Steps will be taken in the near future, looking toward the securing 
of a Territorial penitentiary.

We have labored hard -to ascertain the needs of these institutions, 
and have tried to remedy the deficiencies.

They pro- 
pose a like cement walk ten feet in width on the four sides of the pres- 
ent sidewalk line of the grounds, with circular walks eight feet in 
width from the four corners of said grounds to the Capitol building; 
also a like walk twelve feet in width from the center to the main 
entrance. 

They suggest a stone coping to be placed on the inside of said out- 
_ side walk, to be adorned with a substantial iron fence, with the proper 
gates and posts, a platof which is hereby submitted. The grounds 
should be properly graded and improved. Hydrants and hose with 
four rotary fountains should be supplied, and a choice variety of orna- 
meutal trees judiciously placed on the grounds. We transmit with this 
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report a detailed estimate of the cost of these several improvements 
which amounts to the sum of $14,630. 

The committee, in common with all of our citizens, are proud of our 
Capitol building, believing that it is complete in all the details, and we 
have had na hesitation in saying that with these improvements made, 
our Capitol and grounds would be, for years to come, the pride and boast 
of every citizen of Idaho.
